Prisoners in the custody of 
the St. Louis county sheriff 
have not been fingerprinted or 
photographed since July 
was disclosed yesterday 
Prosecuting Attorney Edward 
W. Garnholz. 

Sheriff Arthur C. Mosley, at 
a meeting called to correct the 
Situation admitted it was his 
responsibility to identify the 
prisoners. 

He said, however, that he had 
been unable to fingerprint or 
photograph prisoners in the 
county jai! because he delivered 
his equipment to the new county 
police department July 1. 

Garnholz told the Post-Dis- 
patch he had asked both Mosley 
and County Police Superin- 
tendent Albert E. DuBois to 
straighten out the situation, but 
that nothing had been done. 
Therefore he ¢alled a meeting 
yesterday which was attended 
bv Coroner Arnold J. Willmann, 
Sheriff Mosley, Superintendent 
DuBois, county constables and 
himsedf, 

“The 


failure to fingerprint 


and photograph defendants cre- | 


ated a great deal of anxiety in 
my office,” Garnholz said. “We 
were not getting sufficient in- 
formation about prisoners whose 
cases we were prosecuting. It 
is impossible for the prosecutor 
to make recommendations 
pleas of guilty without knowing 
the defendants’ records.” 
DuBois Offers Services. 

At the meeting, DuBois of- 
fered to make his fingerprint- 
ing and photographing facilities 
available to the sheriff and to 
any constable or municipal of- 
ficer who wanted to use them. 
He said he would provide offi- 
cers to pick up sheriff's prison- 
ers at the courthouse and bring 
them to county police head- 
quarters at 9 North Meramec 
avenue for fingerprinting. 

Mosley agreed to accept Du 
Bois’s offer as a temporary 
means of solving the identifica- 
tiou problem. 


Garnholz pointed out that fin- | 


gerprinting and photographing 
was standard police procedure. 
It provides the sheriff with a 
means of identifying escaped 
prisoners and of determining 
whether the prisoners have pre- 


vious records or are wanted 
elsewhere. 
Few municipalities in 


Louis county have these facili- 
ties, he said. 

County officials at the meet- 
ing agreed they. would recom- 


mend to the County Council 


that money may be appropriated 
immediately to provide Sheriff 
l’osley with equipment to prop- 
erly identify persons held in his 
custody. 

Procedure for Future. 

The group also agreed that 
henceforth all prisoners will be 
fingerprinted and photographed 
except those charged with peace 
disturbance and traffic offenses. 
Previously the procedure was 
used only in felony cases. 

The County Board of Police 
Commissioners also met yester- 
day and received a report from 
Superintendent DuBois that 
“rumprs and inaccurate state- 
ments” about bad morale of the 
county department were without 
foundation. 

DuBois referred to rumors 
which have been widespread in 
the county since nine officers, 
most of them former deputy 
sheriffs, resigned and expressed 
dissatisfaction with operation of 
the department. The county 
grand jury is now investigating 
the complaints. 

DuBois said 65 per cent of his

AUSTRIA GETS BACK 


319 FACTORIES AND 
28 OIL REFINERIES 


VIENNA, Aug. 13 (AP) — 
Soviet Russia today handed back 
to Austria the rich Zistersdorf 
oil fields, 28 oil refineries and 
319 factories which it has held 
since the end of World War II. 

Austrians took down huge red 
stars, mounted on the tops of the 
installations, and hoisted red- 
white Austrian flags. 

Soviet managers and Austrian 
government- appointed trustees 
signed the transfer documents. 
The trustees were appointed 
pending final disposition of the 
installations. 

The Soviets also turned back 
234,000 acres of farm , land. 
They seized all these properties 
under the 1945 Potsdam agree- 
ment by claiming they were 
“German assets.” They re-

IN SOVIET FORCES 
VIEWED IN U.S. Ad 


Officials Say So Many 
Are Under Arms Re- 
duction Would Make 
No Real Difference in 


East-West Balance. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP) 
—United States officials today 


i 
'welcomed Moscow's announce- 


iment of a 640,000-man cut in 
Soviet armed forces but said it 
would make no real difference 
‘in the East-West power balance 
‘because so many Russians are 
under arms. 

| The United States, Britain, 
|France and others in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization are 
expected to confer on the move 
which the Soviets likely will use 
as propaganda to try to compel 
/arms cuts in the West. 

| Press officer Lincoln White 
made this comment for the state 
department: 

“We have had no official com- 
munication on this whatsoever. 
Generally speaking, it would be 
‘encouraging and presumably 
could come up in the United 
Nation’s subcommittee discus- 
s‘ors Jater this month.” 

Still Planning for Long Pull. 


Defense Department officials 
said the Russian move would 
mean no change at present in 
\the firm United States policy 
of continuing to fashion armed 
strength for what the Pentagon 
describes as the long pull. 

The Soviet Government said 
its projected military manpower 
reduction was decided upon as 
another step to lessen inter- 
‘national tensions. Plans an- 
nounced today in Moscow were 
to trim Russia’s armed forces 
by 640,000 men by Dec. 15. 

Russia never has disclosed of- 
ficially its total armed strength, 
but a British spokesman gave an 
estimate of 4,750,000 men, He 
reckoned Army manpower at 
3,200,000, Air Force at 800,000 
and Navy at 650,000. 

Eisenhower Administration 
plans call for a reduction in 
United States armed forces to 
2,850,000 men by the middle of 
next year. Present strength is 
just under 3,000,000, but this 
represents a cutback of some 
750,000 men from the peak of 
3,685,054 in April 1952, during 
‘the Korean war. 

Authorities here emphasized 
there was no way the western 
allies could in fact eheck on 
what the Russians do. 


Other Motives Possible. 


The Soviet maneuver was de- 
seribed as “interesting” and 
“hopeful.” Assuming that the 
Russian government has decided 
| to make an actual reduction, the 
‘real purposes were believed 
here to be something more than 
the stated desire to further re- 
| lax international tension in its 
wake of the Geneva summit 
| meeting last month. 

One possibility was that the 
| Russians want to reduce the cost 
_of their huge military establish- 
ment and free as many men as 
possible for such uses as indus- 
trial and agricultural produc- 
| tion. 
Officials here said the cut- 
_back would still leave Russia 
_and its satellites an edge over 
_ allied forces in Europe. 

A Pentagon spokesman said 
United States policy remained 
as it was set forth again only 
a few days ago by Defense Sec- 
retary Charles E. Wilson. 

Wilson said at a news confer- 
ence that neither the Big Four 
meeting at Geneva nor the ap- 
parent friendliness of the Rus- 
_sians in recent weeks would 
have any effect upon American 
military defense spending. He 
added it was “much too early to 
appraise” what will come out 
of the current era of apparent 
good feeling. 

Pentagon officials also 
stressed that there was no indi- 
cation now of any real action 
_by the Soviets to reduce their

LANCASTER, Pa. Aug. 13 
‘AP)—Hurricane Connie, moving 
forward at a steady 20 miles 
per hour in its waning moments, 
crossed into Pennsylvania today 
for the final chanter in a ram- 
page of death, floods and des- 
truction along the Atlantic sea- 
board. 

The storm was spreading over 
an ever-widening area with 
weakening winds. For hundreds 
of miles to the north and north- 
east in front of the dying hurri- 
cane monsoon-type rains poured 
down on cities and countryside. 

New York wallowed in a rec- 
ord-breaking deluge of more 
than nine inches of rain in the 
city and 11 inches on the out- 
skirts. 

Rivers ran bankful and creeks 
overflowed in a half dozen states 
under the influence of the storm. 

The storm death toll had 
climbed to 34, with at least 
seven other persons missing and 
presumed dead in _ accidents 
directly or indirectly linked to 
the storm. 

Connie appeared to be follow- 
ing, after a long wait, the track 
of greater destruction Hurricane 
Hazel slashed across the North 
Carolina-to-Pennsylvania area 
last October. Then high winds 
wreaked great damage and a 
heavy death toll. This time the 
great difficulty was the torren- 
tial rains. 

The Washington weather bu- 
reau issued its final advisory on 
Connie at 11 a.m., saying that 
the storm was continuing to 
weaken and was centered at that 
time at Harrisburg, Pa. 

“Diane” Swings Northwest. 

But the Miami weather bureau 
said that the new hurricane. 
Diane, now 1100 miles east of 
Palm Beach, Fla.. has swung to 
the northwest. Diane has 115- 
mile-an-hour winds and gales 
extending outward for 250 miles. 

Born near the islands of the 
Caribbean, Connie had rolled up 
toward the Atlantic coast pack- 
ing a threatening wallop of 130- 
mile winds. Then for many 
‘hours it churned erratically off 
\tae Carolina coast. 
it finally began moving inland 
and with fast-fading force pushed 
through Virginia, past Washing- 
ton and Baltimore and on up 
Chesapeake bay until it moved 
into Pennsylvania this morning. 

Fallen power lines left almost 
100,000 New York City dwellings 
without electricity. 

Flood conditions temporarily 
halted railroad service out of 
the city to the north and east 
and blocked highways. 

LaGuardia airport, covered by 
water up to 12 inches deep, can- 
celed 108 flights. Idlewild air- 
port, canceling 35 flights, re- 
corded rainfall “in excess of 11 
inches” in the 32-hour period 
ended at 7:30 a.m. 

Harvest Is Blocked. 

On Long Island, where drouth- 
stricken farmers were praying 
for rain a few days ago, the 
torrent washed away topsoil and 
blocked harvesting operations. 

Toppled trees in Rockland 
county knocked down electric 
wires. This in turn deadened ra- 
dios in thousands of rural homes 
and prevented the occupants 
from getting storm forecasts. 

In New Jersey another 125.,- 
000 homes were without power 


temporarily. Flooding was re- 
ported in shore and inland 
areas. 

In Pennsylvania the steady 


rains of the past three days had 
eased the worst drouth in re- 
cent years. Pennsylvania land 
had been so dry that weather 
observers found it soaking up 
‘an astonishing percentage of 
the rainfall. 

Richmond, Va., got nine and 
one-half inches of rain up to 
midnight last night. 

Washington had almost seven 
-inches of rain, a total the Weath- 
er Bureau called “amazing.” 

Winds were generally 30 to 
40 miles an hour, except on the 
New Jersey and Long Island 
coasts, where they were about 
10 miles per hour faster. 

The weather bureau at Bos- 
ton ordered hurricane warnings 
taken down from Block Island, 
R.L, to Eastport, Me. Storm 
warnings were substituted. 

Shipping in Virginia's harbor 
of Hampton Roads fared well 
during the blow. Some 110 mer- 
chant ships had sought sanc- 
tuary in the harbor while heavy 
Navy vessels put to sea and 
lighter ones moved 60 miles up 
Chesapeake bay to a hurricane 
anchorage. 

They rode out the 50-55 mile 
winds without incidéht except 
\for the minor collision of a 
Liberian freighter, which 
dragged anchor, with a Japanese 
merchantman. The new super- 
carrier Forrestal, nearly ready 
for delivery to the Navy, re- 
mained secure and unharmed at 
its Newport News shipbuilding 
yard berth.

an attorney fails to appear,” the 
judge stated. “After all, they 
‘are officers of the court and 
have certain responsibilities in 
these matters.” 

Shenker told the Post-Dis- 


patch: “I went home from the 
office Thursday with a bad cold. 
I had it yesterday and still have 
it today. 

“I planned to stay home yes- 
terday, but I received a tele- 
phone call from Edwardsville 
saying these two defendents on 
the murder charge were in 
court with no one from my of- 
fice to represent them.

He Warns Against Vio- 
lence and Urges Pa- 
tience After Korean 
Mobs Again Attack 


Compound at Inchon.

SEOUL, Aug. 13 (AP)—Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee tonight lifte 
ed the midnight deadline of his 
ultimatum demand for neutral 
nations truce supervisors to get 
out of Korea. He advised against 
violent demonstrations. 


Rhee said he acted on assur- 
ance from Assistant Secretary 
of State Walter Robertson that 
the United States Government 
“will make efforts soon” to seek 
peaceful withdrawal of the Neue 
Nations Supervisory Come 
mission. 

He said Robertson gave the 
assurance in a letter. ’ 

“Our people at this time 
should be patient about every- 

ing,’ Rhee said in a statement. 

“We might be misunderstood 
if the demonstrations continued 
until all the members of the 
Neutral Nations Supervisory 
Commission leave Korea.” 

Two Hours Before Deadline. 

Rhee’s statement, broadcast in 
Korea two hours before the mid- 
night deadline, was released by 
the government Office of Public 
Information. 

It followed three mob assaults 
on the four-nation truce team’s 
compound on Wolmi island in 
Inchon harbor. The last two at- 
tacks were stopped at a sand bag 
barricade thrown across a cause- 
way linking the island to the 
mainland, 


United States guards, rein- 
\forced by police dogs, drove 
-back the demonstrators with 


smoke grenades, tear gas and 
high pressure water hoses. 

| Rhee, charging Polish and 
Czech members of the N.N.S.C. 
are. Communist spies, had de- 
manded that they leave by mid- 
night. 

Forty-four United States sol- 
diers and about 100 Koreans 
were injured in demonstrations 
and assaults throughout the week 
in five cities where truce teams 
are assigned. 

In the statement broadcast to 
the Korean people, Rhee said: 

“Although the government 
gave a deadline to the N.N.S.C. 
of 12 o'clock tonight, we should 
give them some more time.” 

He recommended that demon-

‘Army said he was “slightly” 
hurt.

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THOMAS MANN 


He Became Most Read Ruther Writing in 
Foreign Language—Started Literary 


Career as

NEW YORK. Aug. 13—Thomas 
Mann was one of Germany’s 
greatest writers and there were 
many to say he was one of the 
world’s greatest. Since 1900, 
when “Buddenbrooks” appeared, 
he had become a classic known 
for his heavy works searching 
the mind and soul, studying 
death and decay. 

No author writing in a foreign 
language touched Mr. Mann in 
popularity in the United States. 
‘Buddenbrooks” sold 50,000 cop- 
ies here; “The Magic Mountain,” 
more than 125,000; and volumes 
of the “Joseph” series up to 
250,000. 

Mr. Mann came from an old 
Hanseatic family, His father was 
a Senator in the Luebeck As- 
sembly and a well-to-do grain 
merchant. His mother was half 
Portuguese, a native of. Brazil. 
Thomas was born June 6, 1875, 
one of five children. All were 
attracted by music and stage and 
made the home into an amateur 
music hall. 


Began Writing as Youth. 


Thomas and a brother Henrich 
took to writing as youths, By 
1894 Thomas already had sold a 
few short stories and had de- 
cided on his career. 
‘“Buddenbrooks,” the story of a 
family’s decay, in the home as 
a trifle to be read aloud after 
dinner. It grew into a bulky 
chronicle of 250,000 words. 

He was 24 when he shipped it 
brazenly to S. Fischer Verlag, | 
Germany's most distinguished 
publisher. It was written on both 
sides of the page in longhand 
but it was accepted immediately 
and brought him sudden and 
lasting fame. 

Books that followed, more than

it was no surprise when the 
eminent author won the Nobel 
prize in literature in 1929. 

A man of considerable im- 
portance in 1914 when German 
militarism plunged the world 
into war, he could be found 
explaining somewhat weakly 
that militarism was practically 
a German religion. 

By 1924 Mr. Mann was speak- 
ing out for the German republic 
and in the same year he pub- 
lished “The Magic Mountain,’ 
400.000-word novel thought by 
many to be his best work. It 
was very successful, much more 
so than “Mein Kampf,” which 
Adolf Hitler was circulating 
among friends that year. 

Assails Nazism. 

But, by 1930, “Mein Kampf’ 
was ascending. Mr. Mann was 
prominent enough so that he 
had to take a stand. He came 
out rene a seca the Nazis.

Youth. 

: Shortly after Hitler took power 
in 1933, Mr. Mann and his 
Jewish wife, the former Katja 
Pringshiem, whom he had mar- 
ried in 1905, were vacationing 
in Switzerland.

eldest children, telephoned from 
Munich. Stay in Switzerland, 
they advised, for bad weather 
was coming. When Mr. Mann 
did not understand, they added 
that the house cleaning would 
be too much for Mr. and Mrs.

Mr. Mann fought 
back with words and in 1937 
at Zurich he established a mag- 
azine, Standards and Values, in 
which he wrote devastatingly 
against Hitler. 

In 1938 the family came to 
the United States, living first 
in Princeton, N. J., finally in 
California. Mr. Mann continued 
his polemics against the Nazis 
until their defeat. He delivered 
“The Coming Victory of Democ- 
racy” as a lecture on a coast- 
to-coast tour in 1938, and also 
brought out ““This Peace,’ “This 
War” and “Order of the Day.” 

‘Joseph’ Novels. 

His literary work during these 

years was embodied in the mon 


umental “Joseph” series which 
began in 1933 and _ includes 
“Tales of Jacob,” “The Young 
Joseph,” “Joseph in Egypt,” and 
“Joseph the Provider 1945. 
|The books, relating in amazing 
detail the biblical story of Jo- 
seph, were typical Mann. 


They are not easy reading 
Sentences run up to 200 words 
and the grandiloquence of the 
style is heightened, and at times 
possibly aided, by a grandilo- 
quent translation, 

The end of the war found Mr 
'Mann apparently firmly rooted 
in the United States. The lean, 
almost dapper man who looked 
younger than his years, had 
taken American citizenship— in 

1944. And in 1945 when a Ger- 

man novelist invited him to re- 
turn to his homeland, he public- 

ly refused. 

But, in 1953, he returned to 
Europe and settled near Zurich, 
Switzerland, in a modern house 
on a hilltop. “My feeling of be- 
ing a European became _  s 
strong that I had to come back, 
he explained.

READING, England, Aug.: 13 
(UP)—A band of Irish raiders 
invaded a British army camp 
before dawn today and escaped 
with several automobile loads of 
guns and ammunition. 

Army and police barricades 
were thrown up across roads in 
southern England and one of the 
gun-laden vehicles was trapped 
by Berkshire police. Two of the 
raiders were arrested. 

The raiders, believed to be 
members of the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army, rushed into 
the camp 20 strong at 2 a.m. and 
rounded up 20 pacbech- rv gun- 
point. They tied up the soldiers 
and told them they could con- 
sider themselves “prisoners of 
war.” 

Help Themselves to Arms. 

Then the raiders looted the 
garrison army of Sten and Bren 
guns, .303 caliber rifles and 
quantities of ammunition. 

They sped off in the darkness 
while British army officials and 
police flashed the alarm on pos- 
sibly the boldest I.R.A. raid in 
recent history. 

The War Office, 
statement, said, “The guards 
were roughly handled and 
bound. but not hurt.” 

The I.R.A. is a militant or- 
ganization dedicated to expuls- 
sion of the British from North- 
ern Ireland and unification of an 
independent _ Ireland. It has 
heen forced to go underground 
and its members are hard put to 
keep up the stocks of weapons. 

Some raiders are still impris- 
oned from a similar arms raid 
several months ago on a Brit- 
ish army barracks at Omagh in 
Northern Ireland. 

Raiders Approach on Foot. 

But the raiders today struck 
right in the British army’s back 
yard. The army center lies in 
the Berkshire hills between 
Ascot and this industrial city. 

The raiders drove to the camp 
in a caravan of cars and trucks 
and parked a short distance from

Useless Clash With Congress 


It is not always easy to draw a sharp line be- 
tween what a congressional committee may ask 
of the executive branch of the Government and 
what that branch may refuse.

As the Talbott and Dixon-Yates affairs have 
recently shown, there may be grounds for ques- 
tioning the activities of some such men. With 
due respect for their aid, the policy of using 
them is subject to review—especially if it is the 
purpose of Congress to strengthen the law on 
conflicts of interests so that all concerned may 
know more clearly where they stand. 

Instead of resisting and thus perhaps creating 
the impression that there may be something to 


hide, it would seem to be the wiser policy for 
Secretary Weeks to be co-operative. For despite 
arguments about congressional authority, the Su- 
preme Court ruled very clearly in favor of Con- 
gress in 1927. 

The Court upheld a Senate resolution directing 
a committee to investigate the Department of 
Justice. It held that either house has the right 
to elicit information which might help in draft- 
ing legislation. 

Since Representative Celler has the broad, 
Court-affirmed power of Congress on his side, 
what is to be gained by a damaging clash of 
personalities? Questions about an administrative 
practice need not imply wrong-doing. They need 
not imply bad judgment. That a difficult prob- 
lem exists acknowledged by the Hoover 
Commission. Why not help Congress work out 
reasonable regulations?

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Democracy Comes to Malava 

Although bedeviled by a serious racial prob- 
lem and handicapped by little knowledge of the 
machinery of democracy, the Federation of 
Malaya has set itself on the right path. On the 
strength of its sweeping victory in the first 
national elections, the Alliance party, a Malay- 
Chinese-Indian coalition, will seek independ- 
ence in four years. If the people of Malaya con- 
tinue to progress without interruption during 
the next four years they will have proved their 
right to independence. 

The Federation is made up of 2,631,000 native 
Malays, 2,043,000 Chinese and 586,000 Indians. 
The British, who long encouraged entrance of 
the Chinese and Indians, saw that the Malays’ 
land holdings and sultanates were protected. 
But there was antagonism among the three 
races. Until the Legislative Council election last 


@ week it had not been thought possible that the 


three races could co-operate at all politically. 
The Alliance took 51 of the 52 seats in the elec- 
tion, with 15 seats going to Chinese and two to 
Indians. The British High Commissioner is cer- 
tain to nominate a number of Alliance members 
for the remaining 46 seats, which are all 
appointive. 

The Alliance has announced that it will ask 
that all 98 seats be elective in 1957. That would 
seem to be deserved on the basis of the excellent 
turnout of the electorate, more than 80 per cent 
voting in some districts. It would be a fitting 
reward for the majority group that overcame 
racial difficulties and made it possible for the 
Legislative Council to speak as the voice of the 
popular will.

About half of the young people on the 
farms of America today will on a cer- 
tain tomorrow move to the city to make 
their livelihood 

This increased rate of migration, ac- 
celerated by agricultural mechanization, 
makes it more than ever important that 
those coming to the city have 
skill or training in order to earn more 
than a meager living—and keep off the 
relief rolls. 

Automation has hit the farm with 
an efficiency rapidly diminishing the 
need for manpower. 
Since 1910 the num- 
ber of man-hours 
required to produce 
100 bushels of corn 
has fallen from 135 
to 34. An acre of 
wheat required 15.2 
man-hours 40 years 
ago, but only 44 
man-hours of labor 
now. 

Science has light- 
ened work also in 
the dairy business, 
where a given 
quantity of milk is Paul Greer 
produced with 22 
per cent less feed than 40 years ago. 
Eggs are produced with 23 per cent 
less feed, and broilers are marketed in 
25 per cent less time with 25 per cent 
less feed. A pound of pork now re- 
quires one-third less feed. 

A half century ago four out of every 
10 persons were dirt farmers; today it is 
less than one out of seven. When the 
century began one farmer produced 
enough for himself and about six addi- 
tional consumers. Today one farm work- 
er supplies himself and 17 other persons. 

Let's consider the situation in another 
way; in 1900 the farm share of the na- 
tional income was close to 20 per cent, 
falling to 7 per cent in ‘the depression 
year of 1932, and to 6 per cent by 1953. 

Dr. Don Paarlberg of the United 
States Department of Agriculture esti- 
mates that during the present decade at 
least one-fourth of the young men reach- 
ing working age on farms will be in 
excess of the needs for replacing older 
men dying or retiring. 

“This would be the case if the number 
of farmers were to remain stable,’ Dr. 
Paarlberg adds. “But a technological 
revolution is taking place on our farms, 
and the number of farmers needed to 
supply our food is decreasing. High 
rates of reproduction, plus the decreas- 
ing number of needed farms, means that 
only approximately 50 per cent of our 
young people must find non-farm em- 
ployment.” 

This situation fs nothing less than 
critical, both from the standpoint of the 
rural regions which are losing some of 
their very best blood, and for the city 
as well, which cannot absorb an unlim- 
ited number of unskilled workers. 


Some hope may be placed in the de- 
velopment of.new industries in the rural 


some 


areas, increasing the opportunity for 
home employment and raising the stand- 
ard of living in the small places. This 
decentralization, whdch is logical from 
the standpoint of defense also, would 
require in most cases trained workers. 

It is apparent that we are living in a 
mechanical age, in the country as well 
as in the city. 

All these considerations give increas- 
ing importance to opportunities for voca- 
tional education of an industrial charac- 
ter. It was with some of these thoughts 
running through my mind that I recent- 
ly accepted the invitation of an old 
friend to visit the David Ranken Jr. 
School of Mechanical Trades. 

There could be no reason to adver- 
tise this vocational school beyond mere- 
ly letting it be known that the facilities 
are available to young men, and to men 
not so young, who wish to learn a trade 
or improve their present knowledge with 
an eye to promotion to a better job. 
For this is a non-profit training school 
founded in 1907, and it now has an en- 
dowment of more than $5,000,000. 

Instruction is not of engineering level, 
and an especially low rate is made for 
boys leaving high school and others be- 
tween 16 and 21 years old. In addition 
to the day school, evening courses are 
offered for beginners and for those who 
hold a day job and Wish to improve 
their techniques and earning power. 

A tour of this educational plant is an 
exhausting experience. One huge wing 
is filled with every kind of automobile 
engine, with crews of young men over- 
hauling carburetors, chassis, starting, 
lighting and ignition systems as well. 
Electricity, radio and television and also 
lithography courses are included in a 
curriculum of a dozen trades. 


High above the pillars at the entrance 
of Ranken are carved the words: “HE 
THAT HATH A TRADE HATH AN 
ESTATE.” 

One of the shortcomings of modern 
life is that so many fail to prepare 
themselves for the long pull, taking up 
instead some short-term, blind alley em- 
ployment because of the desire for some 
immediate return. 

These young men are not looking at 
the present dollar and ignoring what 
the future may hold for them. They are 
preparing for a more profitable future. 
whether they go- back to some small 
home community with new skills or find 
employment in the industries of a great 
city for which they have had the fore- 
thought to prepare. 

The teachers, whether in plumbing, 
carpentry, drafting, power plant opera- 
tion, air conditioning or refrigeration, 
are all experienced tradesmen whose 
know-how is practical and not merely 
theoretical. 

Most of the students are from the city 
or the surrounding Missouri and IIli- 
nois towns. Some, however, come from 
foreign lands; the Foreign Operations 
Administration is providing a year's 
schooling for vocational teachers brought 
from Bolivia and the Philippines.

Rejects of Civilization 
TRUANTS FROM LIFE, by Bruno Bettelheim. (Free 

Press, Glencoe, Ii!., 511 pos., $6.) 

Directly east of the University of Chi- 
cago’s main campus, and part of it, fac- 
ing the Midway Park at Sixtieth. street 
and Dorchester, stand three rather ordi- 
nary one-, two- and three-story buildings, 
Here, each year, live around 40 chil- 
dren—the delinquent, neurotic and 
psychotic rejects of our civilization— 
flotsam and jetsam washed ashore to 
these doors by dint of circumstance and 
thus saved from one of three horrors 
usually meted out to these unfortunates 
in the name of “making society safe,” 
namely, the delinquent detention home, 
the state institution and the asylum. 

A remarkable man heads these three 
remarkable buildings—Dr. Bruno Bet- 
telheim, director of the Sonia Shank- 
man Orthogenic School for the rehabil- 
itation of emotionally disturbed chil- 
dren. Here they are cured with love, 
patience and psychoanalysis instead of 
rod, electric shock and prefrontal lo- 
botomy.

Dr. Bettelheim came to the United 
States from Austria in 1939 with a med- 
ical degree and several years “intern- 
ship” in the Dachau and Buchenwald 
concentration camps. In 1945 he be 
came the director of the Orthogenic 
School and five years later wrote “Love 
Is Not Enough,” his first book dealing 
with his experiences with these chil 
dren. “Truants From Life” is the de- 
tailed case histories of four of these 
children. But they do not read like case 
histories. 
sketched indelibly in our century. 

From the 500 pages in this book 
emerge four youngsters whose lives 
will weigh on your conscience even 
after their spirits, which left their, 
bodies in the cradle, return to their 
bodies after years of exhaustive rehabil- 
itative work. The average three-year 
fight to return to sanity through the 
inferno of their anxieties, depressions, 
self-immolation, fear, nightmares are all 
the more horrible because these are not 
the tortures of the damned, but those of 
children five to 12 years old.

Recoveries came 
later in the week sufficient to 
lift the industrial average by 61 
cents to 457.01 on the week. 
Rails lost 91 cents to 154.09 in 
their average. Utilities yielded 
83'.cents to 65.40 and the 65 
stocks used in the three averages 
lost a half dollar to 164.85. 

Coppers Are Strong. 


| Copper shares were strong 


most of the week and they fin- 
ished higher. Traders anticipate
